ntering his 43rd year as Founder, 

Owner, Chairman of the Board and 
CEO of the Titans/Oilers franchise, K.S. 
"Bud" Adams, Jr. is an enduring figure 
in the NFL. As one of the original team 
owners in the 
League, he has guided his franchise to 
new heights since relocating to 
Nashville in 1997, posting an AFC-best 
33 wins over the last three seasons, an 
AFC Championship in 1999 and an AFC 
Central title in 2000. Last season, he 
became just the seventh current NFL 
owner to reach the 300-win plateau, 
joining Lamar Hunt (Kansas 
City/Dallas), Al Davis (Oakland/Los 
Angeles), Wellington Mara (N.Y. 
Giants), Ralph Wilson (Buffalo), Art 
Modell (Cleveland/Baltimore) and Dan 
Rooney (Pittsburgh). 

A native of Bartlesville, Oklahoma, 
Adams' interest in sports was first dis- 
played while at Culver Military 
Academy where he earned letters in 
football, basketball and baseball. Upon 
graduation from Culver in 1940, Adams

Adams then transferred to the engineer- 
ing school at the University of Kansas 
where he also lettered in football for the 
Jayhawks. During his days at KU, 
Adams met his future wife Nancy 
Neville and began his loyal affiliation 
with Sigma Chi Fraternity. 

In 1942, while still in school at KU, 
Adams joined the U.S. Naval Reserve. 
In July 1943, he was called to active 
duty in the Navy's V-12 college pro- 
gram. In early 1944, he received orders 
to report to Midshipman Officer 
Specialty School at Notre Dame where 
he earned his Navy ensign commission 
in an accelerated 60-day program. He 
and Ww ned toa 
PAC-Fleet carrier unit, where he served 
as an aviation engineering officer. He 
returned to the U.S. in December 1945. 
Lt. jg Adams served as an aide in the 
U Navy's Congressional Liaison 
Office in Washington D.C. prior to his 
discharge in 1946. 

Adams parlayed a 1946 chance stop in 
Houston, resulting from fog 
which grounded his plane, 
into a_highly-successful 
and diversified business 
empire which ranks him 
among the prominent busi- 
nessmen in the country. 
| In 1946, Adams started 

ADA Oil Company, which 
was a forerunner of the 
publicly-held = American 
Stock Exchange-listed 
Adams Resources & 
. Inc. (AE), an ener- 
gy company engaged in the 


Te 
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business of marketing crude oil, natural 
gas and petroleum products: tank truck 
transportation of liquid chemicals; and 
oil and gas exploration and production. 
Adams' other business interests include 
extensive farming and ranching in 
California and Texas, cattle feeding, real 
estate, automobile dealerships and leas- 
ing, and a travel agency. He has been a 
longtime collector of Western art and 
Native American artifacts. 

During his early business career, 
Adams, a year-round sports fan, was an 
avid sponsor of amateur and AAU teams 
in basketball and softball. His ADA 
Oilers were a perennial power in the 
National Industrial Basketball League in 
the ‘50s, capturing third place in the 
national AAU tournament in 1956. His 
interest in sports was further evidenced 
by past ownership participation in pro- 
fessional baseball, basketball and boxing. 

Football history was made in Adams’ 
office in Houston on August 3, 1959, 
where he and Lamar Hunt held a press 
conference to announce formation of the 
new American Football League, which 
would begin playing in 1960. Hunt 
would have a team in Dallas, Adams 
would have a team in Houston, and other 
teams would be forthcomi 


In his fifth decade as founder, owner, 
chairman and CEO of the Tennessee 
Titans (formerly Houston Oilers and 
Tennessee Oilers), the hardworking and 
ssive Adams has made pro- 


essional football history numer- 
ous times. In 1968, Adams' 
Oilers became the first NFL team 
to play their home games indoors 
by moving into Houston's 
Astrodome. A team rich in tradi- 
tion and pride, the Oilers were 
the dominant team in the 
American Football League dur- 
ing the 10-year era (1960-69), 
playing in the championship 
game four times (1960, 1961, 


Championships (1960, 1961, 1962, 
1967); and making the playoffs five 
years out of 10 (1960, 1961, 1962, 
1967,1969). In 1970, the AFL merged 
into the expanded NFL, and Adams' 
teams made the playoffs 12 times (1978, 
1979, 1980, 1987, 1988, 1989, 1990, 
1991, 1992, 1993, 1999, 2000). In fact, 
the Oilers’ streak of seven consecutive 
playoff appearances (1987-93) was the 


longest ak in the NFL during that 
time span. In 2000, the franchise cap- 


tured its third AFC Central Division 
Championship after winning the division 
in both 1991 and 1993. 

The Houston Oilers played their final 
1996 at the Houston 
Astrodome. In 1997, Adams led the 
National Football League into the Mid- 
South region, the last untapped area 
without a major professional sport. That 
feat allowed his team to be the first NFL 
franchise to call "the Volunteer State" 
home. During construction of the 
Coliseum in Nashville, the Tennessee 
Oilers played the 1997 season at the 
Liberty Bow! in Memphis, and the 1998 
season at Vanderbilt Stadium in Nashville. 

On July 29, 1998, Adams announced 
that the Oilers' name would be changed 
for the 1999 season. The Oilers' name 
was retired by the NFL —a first in league 
history — allowing the Tennessee fran- 
chise to retain the team's winning tradi- 
tion, and launching a new era in the Mid-South.

The Tennessee Titans made their debut 
in 1999. In Greek mythology, Titans 
were men of strength and power. The 
Titan Prometheus brought fire to man; 
and the Titans of today brought fire to 
the football fans in the Mid-South dur- 
ing a very memorable inaugural season, 
unveiling a new name, stadium. training 
facility, logo, uniform and colors. 
Adams personally selected T-Rac as the 
team's new mascot. 

In three seasons as the Titans, the fran- 
chise has won the American Football 
Conference Championship for the 1999 
season (culminating in a trip to Super 
Bowl XXXIV in Atlanta, where the 
Titans were defeated by the Rams in one 
of the most exciting games in Super 
Bowl history), captured the AFC Central 
Division Championship (2000), the best 
record in the AFC with a 33-15 mark, the 
best AFC home record at 18-6 and the 
loyalty of millions of fans across the 
nation and throughout the world. The 
popularity of the Titans has translated 
into 42 consecutive sell-outs at the 
Coliseum and a number three ranking 
among NFL teams in merchandise sales 
during the years 2000 and 2001. 

During Adams' illustrious career, fi 
three of his players have been Pro Bow! 
selections, including an AFL and NFL 
Most Valuable Player. Also, five of 
Adams' players. including Mike 
Munchak in 2000. have been inducted

In recog- 
nition of the 40th season of the 
Houston Oilers/Tennessee Titans 
organization, Adams created an 
official team hall of fame at the 
Coliseum that will feature players 
and staff from the past, while cre- 
ating a special place for Titans 
stars of the future to be recog- 
nized. 

Adams chairs the Titans 
Executive Committee and is cur- 
rently a working member on sey- 
eral prominent NFL committees, 
including the NFL's Finance, Hall 
of Fame and new  Legal/ 
Legislative Committees, and is a Trustee 
for the NFL Trust. Very active in nation- 
al, state and local programs, Adams is on 
the Board of Directors of the Cherokee 
Indian National Historical Society; the 
Board of Governors of the Sigma Chi 
Fraternity Foundation; the Board of 
Trustees of the Pro Football Hall of 
Fame in Canton, Ohio: the Board of 
Directors of the Boy Scouts of America 
- Sam Houston Area Council: and a 
Lifetime Director of The Hundred Club 
in Houston. He is an Emeritus Trustee of 
the Culver Educational Foundation; and 
is a Lifetime Director of the Houston 
Livestock Show and Rodeo. In 
Tennessee, he is on the Board of 
Directors of the Middle Tennessee 
Council of the Boy Scouts of America; a 
member of the Nashville Chamber of 
Commerce, and on the Board of Trust of 
the 100 Club of Nashville. 

Adams has received numerous awards 
through the years. Most recently, the 
Tennessee General Assembly honored 
him and the Titans at the State Capitol. 
He was awarded the Community Spirit 
Award by the Nashville Sports Council 
at the 3rd Annual American General 
Dinner of Champions in February 2001: 
was honored by the Cherokee National 
Historical Society at a dinner at the 
Gilcrease Museum in Tulsa, Okla., in 
Sept. 2000; was honored at Tennessee 
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State University in August 2000; was the 
recipient of the Lamar Hunt Outstanding 
Pro Football Executive Award for the 
year 2000 from the All-American 
Football Foundation; and in March 
2000, he received the National Multiple 
Sclerosis Society's Silver Hope Chest 
Award in Nashville. In 1997, he was 
honored by Sigma Chi Fraternity with a 
formal portrait and bust on permanent 
display in the foyer and museum of their 
Evanston, Illinois, headquarters. He was 
inducted into Culver Academy's Athletic 
Hall of Fame in the inaugural class in 
1994. In 1991, he was given the Order of 
Constantine from Sigma Chi, which is 
the highest honor that fraternity can 
bestow. In 1990, he was given Sigma 
Chi Foundation's Semi-Centennial 
Award.

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ootball fans in the Mid- 

South applauded the reloca- 
tion of the Titans to Tennessee in 
1997, but local charities should 
raise a cheer as well. Since the 
Titans moved to Tennessee, 
local charities have seen $7.5 
million dollars flow into their 
organizations as a direct result 
of the Titans and the NFL. The 
great majority of the money and 
g have come from Mr. 
Adams and the Titans 
Foundation. 

In recognition of his many 
charitable endeavors, _ the 
Nashville Sports Council pre- 
sented the "2000 Community 
Spirit Award" to Adams at their 
annual Dinner of Champions on 
February 1, 2000. The award 
was given for Adams’ "countless 
charitable contributions that 
helped so many in the Metro 
Nashville community during 1999." 

Adams and his wife Nancy 
have given generously to many charitable 
organizations over the years. After 
Tropical Storm Allison devastated the 
Houston area in June 2001 with more than 
30 inches of rain, Adams contributed 
$100,000 to the "Spirit of Texas Fund" 
established by the Red Cross to aid flood 
victims. Houston Texans owner Bob 
MeNair and NFL Charities also con- 
tributed $100,000 each for a combined gift 
of $300,000 to the fund. 

In 1998, Mr. and Mrs. Adams teamed 
with NFL Charities to donate $200,000 to 
help families in East Nashville following 
a devastating tornado. 

Mr. and Mrs. Adams established the 
Tennessee Titans Foundation in 1999 with 
an initial gift of $500,000. The 
Foundation offers financial support and 
other resources to non-profit organiza- 
tions throughout Tennessee. Committed 
gifts for the balance of the 2002 season 
will raise the total amount donated by the 
Tennessee Titans Foundation to more than 
$725,000 in less than three-and-one-half 
years of operation. The largest fundraiser 
for the Titans Foundation is the annual 
Titans Charity Golf Classic, which has 
generated $362,000 in four events. 


DAMS IN THE COMMUNITY 


Adams and his wife, Nancy, have given generously to 
the greater Nashville community. 


The Titans contributed more than $2.2 
million over the last four years (1999-2002) 
to the NFL for the youth football fund, 
$465,000 of which was spent within the 
Titans’ market. The NFL community affairs 
department uses this fund to improve youth 
football programs and facilities nationwide. 

Over the last three years (1999-2001), 
$1.8 million has been raised for approxi- 
mately 120 charitable organizations 
through volunteers working in Coliseum 
concession booths. They money volun- 
teers would have been paid instead went 
to their favorite charities, all of which bene- 
fited from Titans home games being played. 

The Titans also worked with AmSouth and 
Channel 5 in co-sponsoring "America’s 
Fund" which raised $664,000, including a 
$75,000 personal gift from Mr. and Mrs. 
Adams and $25,000 from the Titans organi- 
zation, for victims of the Sept. 11 tragedies. 

Adams gifts have not been limited to cash 
donations. He gave the "trip of a lifetime" to 
Super Bowl XXXIV in Atlanta to 40 
Nashville teenagers and 10 chaperones that 
were chosen from six local charities. "Bud's 
Kids" were treated to 50-yard-line seats and a 
three-night stay at the Titans' team hotel and a 
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trip home on the team's 747-charter airplane. 

Adams donated Super Bow! tickets to 
the Nashville Red Cross during a time 
when their available blood supply was at a 
critically low stage. Blood donors were 
eligible to win two Super Bowl tickets, 
and the "Super Bow] Blood Drive" result- 
ed in 3,549 pints of blood, one of the most 
successful drives in the history of Nashville. 

Adams donated a pair of Super Bowl 
tickets to be raffled off to help pay med- 
ical expenses for Kaia Jergenson, a mem- 
ber of the David Lipscomb University 
women's basketball team, who lost her 
legs due to bacterial meningitis. 

The team's historic 1999 Super Bowl 
season saw Adams get heavily involved in 
area schools with three unique programs. 
He established a statewide art contest that 
spotlighted the importance of art in educa- 
tion and also added some Tennessee artis- 
tic flair to the-Coliseum. 

The art contest was open to high school 
students (grades 9-12) and resulted in 150

Wilma 
Dykeman is the author of the book and 
was a member of the Titans Advisory 
Board of Directors that aided Adams in 
selecting the new name and logo for the franchise. 

Adams spearheaded the drive for con- 
struction and operation of the original 
Ronald McDonald House in Houston.

In July, 1999, Diamond became the 
first person other than Titans owner and 
founder K.S. "Bud" Adams, Jr. to hold 
the title of team president when Adams 
hired him following the move to 
Tennessee. 

Diamond is responsible for both foot- 
ball and non-football operations in 
Nashville for the Titans. He works close-

ly with EVP/General Manager Floyd 
Reese and EVP/General Counsel Steve 
Underwood on salary cap planning and 
player contracts and with Reese and 
EVP/Head Coach Jeff Fisher on team 
roster decisions and planning. He also 
works with EVP/Administration Don 
MacLachlan in overseeing the Titans’ 
administration, sales and marketing 
areas and with VP of Community Affairs 
Bob Hyde in planning the Titans’ com- 
munity and charitable activities. He is 
involved in Club financial planning and 
oversees the management of 
Baptist Sports Park and the 
Coliseum. He also attends NFL 
meetings as a club representative, 
and is a member of the Titans 
Executive Committee. 

In his three years with the Titans, 
Diamond has presided over a 
remarkable period for the fran- 
chise as they finally settled into 
the Coliseum and the Nashville 
community. On the field, the team 
ranks first in the AFC in wins over 
the last three seasons with 33 and 
wins at home with 18. Off the 
field, the Titans have enjoyed a 
franchise record 42 consecutive 
sellouts (preseason, regular season 
and postseason included), which is 
the longest in franchise history 
and rank in the top 10 in the 
league in luxury suite occupancy 
with 175.

He spent 23 years with the 
Vikings organization after joining them 
in 1976 as assistant PR director. 

Over his 26 years in the NFL, teams 
that Diamond has been associated with 
have qualified for the playoffs 16 times, 
have won nine division championships 
and two conference championships 
(with Vikings playing in Super Bowl XI 
and the Titans playing in Super Bowl 
XXXIV). 

He was named Senior Vice President 
of Football Operations in August 1998, 
and he negotiated all player contracts 
and oversaw player personnel, the 
coaching staff, all other team operations, 
and served as the Vikings’ liaison with 
the NFL office and other clubs on sched- 
uling matters. He was very involved in 
the planning and building of the 
Metrodome in downtown Minneapolis. 
He was a member of the Executive 
Committee of the Minnesota Super 
Bowl Task Force, which planned Super 
Bowl XXVI at the Metrodome. 

In March 1999, Diamond was named 
the NFL’s "Executive of the Year" by 
The Sporting News after the Vikings 
ended the 1998 season with a league- 


best 15-1 mark during the regular season 
en route to an appearance in the NFC 
Championship Game. 

Diamond is actively involved in the 
Nashville and Middle Tennessee com- 
munity. He is on the Board of Trustees 
and the Executive Committee for United 
Way of Metropolitan Nashville, the 
Board of Governors for the Nashville 
Area Chamber of Commerce, the Board 
of Directors for the YMCA of Middle 
Tennessee and the Tennessee Sports Hall 
of Fame. He also is a member of The 
Exchange Club of Nashville and is the 
Titans’ representative on the "One for 
the Community” program that provides 
financial support for area schools and 
education. 

A native Minnesotan, Diamond attend- 
ed St. Louis Park High School in 
Minneapolis and then graduated from 
the University of Minnesota with honors 
and played soccer for the Golden 
Gophers.

shi Fisher is entering his eighth season 
as head coach of the Tennessee Titans 
and his third as Executive Vice 
President. Fisher is the franchise’s win- 
ningest coach with 68 victories and is 
the fourth youngest coach (43) to win 60 
regular season games since 1960. Only 
Don Shula (38), John Madden (39) and 
Bill Cowher (40) were faster to 60 wins. 
He also ranks second, behind Cowher, in 
seniority among NFL head coaches. He 
is the Co-Chairman of the NFL’s Rules 
Committee, where he has served for 
three years, and is a member of the 
Titans Executive Committee. 

In 2000, Fisher became only the fifth 
coach in NFL history to lead his team to 
consecutive 13-win seasons, joining

George Seifert (San Francisco, 1989- 
90), Marv Levy (Buffalo Bills, 1990-91) 
and Mike Holmgren (Green Bay 
Packers, 1996-97). 


Fisher is the franchise’s winningest coach 
with 68 victories and is the fourth youngest 
coach (43) to win 60 regular season games 
since 1960. 


Building on the success the Titans had 
during the 1999 season would be tough 
to accomplish, but Fisher followed the 
team’s first AFC championship in 1999 
with an AFC Central crown and the 
league’s best record in 2000. It was the 
first time in franchise history that the 
Titans/Oilers owned the NFL’s best 
record (13-3) and only the third time the 
club won the AFC Central. 

Fisher’s teams have always been 
known for their toughness, physical play 
and aggressive defense. In each of his 
seven full seasons as head coach, the 
Titans/Oilers ranked in the top 10 in run 
defense, a streak that leads the league. 
The defense reached a new level of suc- 
cess in 2000, earning the number one 
ranking in the NFL for yards allowed 
and surrendering the third lowest point 
total in the league since 1977. Fisher’s 
teams are also mentally strong, flourish- 
ing on the road where many teams will 
wilt. Since 1995, the Titans/Oilers have 
amassed the best road record in the NFL 
with a 32-24 mark during that time. 

Fisher, the Titans and Middle 
Tennesseans will fondly remember the 
accomplishments of the 1999 season, 
which brought the team its first AFC 
Championship and appearance in Super 
Bowl XXXIV. Fisher and the Titans 
defeated AFC Central champion 
Jacksonville three times in 1999, hand- 
ing the Jaguars their only losses. As a 
Wild Card team, the Titans had the most 
difficult route to the Super Bowl. Fisher 
earned his first postseason victory by 
defeating Buffalo 22-16, and erased a 
16-0 deficit in one of the biggest dis- 
plays of heart in any second half of 
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Super Bowl history against the Rams. 
The Titans became only the sixth team to 
earn a trip to the Super Bowl since the 
NFL added the Wild Card playoff team 
in 1978. Fisher guided the Titans to a 
streak of 13 consecutive wins against 
AFC Central Division opponents dating 
back to 1998. It marked the longest 
streak in the history of the Central 
Division and the third longest in the 
NEL since the 1970 
merger. 

Fisher originally [ 
joined the Oilers’ 
coaching staff on 
February 9, 1994, 
after spending two 
seasons as the 
defensive backs | 
coach for the San 
Francisco 49ers. 
Fisher was a perfect 
fit for the Oilers, 
who were looking 
for a young, aggres- 
sive coach with 
experience in the 
"46" defense. Fisher 
had worked with the 
"46" for many years 


with former Oilers Fisher ranks second behind Pittsburgh’s Bill 
Defensiv e Cowher in seniority among NFL head 
Coordinator Buddy coaches and is the Co-Chairman of the 
NFL’s Competition Committee. 


Ryan. Fisher took 
over a defense that 
achieved dominant status in 1993, but 
had lost several key components to free 
agency. He was elevated to head coach 
on November 14, 1994, replacing Jack 
Pardee, for the final six games of the 
season. 

A former defensive back in college at 
the University of Southern California, 
Fisher played for John Robinson in a 
star-studded defensive backfield that 
included future NFL stars Ronnie Lott, 
Dennis Smith and Joey Browner. Titans 
offensive lineman Bruce Matthews also 
was one of Fisher’s USC teammates. 
Fisher’s career statistics included five 
interceptions and 108 tackles. The versa- 
tile Fisher also served as the Trojans’ 


backup kicker and earned PAC-10 All- 
Academic honors in 1980. 

Originally a seventh-round draft selec- 
tion of the Chicago Bears in 1981, 
Fisher appeared in 49 games as a defen- 
sive back and return specialist in five 
seasons. He earned a Super Bowl ring 
after Chicago’s 1985 Super Bowl sea- 
son, despite spending the year on injured 
reserve with an ankle injury that prema- 
turely ended his 
playing career. 
During that sea- 
son, Fisher began 
his  post-playing 
career by assisting 
Ryan as an "unof- 
ficial" coach while 
the Bears ultimate- 
ly defeated the 
New England 
Patriots in Super 
Bowl XX. He left 
Chicago in 1985 
holding a number 
of team records 
including: number 
of punt return 
yards for a season 
with 509 yards in 
1981, number of 
punt returns in a 
season with 58 in 
1984, and number 
of punt returns in 
one game with eight on December 16, 
1984, at Detroit. He also recorded the 
longest punt return by a Bear in 39 years 
with an 88-yard return for a TD on 
September 20, 1981, against Tampa Bay. 

Fisher began his coaching career as an 
assistant for Ryan and the Philadelphia 
Eagles in 1986, tutoring the defensive 
backs for three seasons before becoming 
the NFL’s youngest defensive coordina- 
tor in 1988. One year later, under 
Fisher’s tutelage, the Eagles’ defense led 
the NFL in interceptions (30) and quar- 
terback sacks (62). In 1990, 
Philadelphia’s defense paced the league 
in rushing defense and ranked second in 
QB sacks. 
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In 1991, Fisher headed west to be 
reunited with his college coach 
Robinson, serving as the Los Angeles 
Rams’ defensive coordinator before 
joining the 49ers one year later. 

A native of Southern Calif., Fisher was 
a high school All-America wide receiver 
for the Toreadors of Taft High School in 
Woodland Hills, Calif. Fisher is an avid 
golfer and fisherman. He also does con- 
siderable work off the field that does not 
receive much attention. He generously 
donates time and money to a number of 
different charities, including the hosting 
of a celebrity softball game that raises 
money for local charities and a coach’s 
clinic for youth/high school coaches in 


the Mid-South. This past spring, Fisher 
completed his first marathon when he 
ran in the Music City Marathon. In 2001, 
Fisher was named the winner of the 
Horrigan Award, given by the Pro 
Football Writers of America to the NFL 
representative that is the most coopera- 
tive with the media. Additionally, Fisher 
was named the 2000 Tennessean of the 
Year by Nashville’s Tennessean and 
1999 Sports Person of the year by the 
Nashville Sports Council. 

Jeff (born 2/25/58) and his wife, Juli, a 
former Rose Bowl Princess, have three 
children: sons Brandon (age 15) and 
Trenton (age 10), and daughter Tara (age 
13).

Of 
the 22 starters for the Titans in Super 
Bowl XXXIV, 13 were drafted by Reese. 
Overall, 17 Tennessee starters in the 
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Super Bowl were originally drafted by 
the franchise. In 2000, nine of the 10 
Titans invited to the Pro Bowl roster 
were drafted by the Titans/Oilers fran- 
chise. 

Reese is responsible for all aspects of 
the Titans’ football operations, including 
player personnel, scouting and contract 
negotiations. He joined the Oilers in 
1986, serving as linebackers coach four 
seasons before shifting to the front 
office in 1990 as the club’s Assistant 
General Manager. Four seasons later, 
Reese was promoted to General 
Manager. During his tenure, all first- 
round draft picks have been signed and 
in training camp by reporting day. 

Reese aided in the selection of head 
coach Jeff Fisher and his staff, and coor- 
dinated all aspects of the team’s 
National Football League draft and free 
agency. 

A former All-America defensive line- 
man at UCLA (1966-69), Reese played 
one season with the Montreal Alouettes 
in the Canadian Football League before 
entering the coaching ranks. He began 
his coaching career at Liberty Union 
High in Brentwood, Calif., before 
returning to his alma mater in Westwood 
as an assistant coach in 1971. Reese 
spent three seasons at UCLA before 
moving to Georgia Tech in 1974. 


Reese broke into pro football coaching 
in 1975, serving as the strength and con- 
ditioning coach for the Detroit Lions.

Bowl invitation in 2000. Last year, 
McNair was the youngest quarterback 
of the five in the NFL to record a rating 
over 90 and throw for 20+ touchdowns 
(Favre, Warner, Gannon and Garcia), 
becoming the first AFC Central quarter- 
back to accomplish the feat since 
Warren Moon in 1991. McNair also led 
the AFC in yards per attempt with 7.77 
yards. 

Over the last two seasons WR Derrick 
Mason established himself as a "go to" 
receiver, totaling 2,023 receiving yards 
and 14 touchdowns. RB Eddie George 
surpassed the 1,500-yard rushing 
plateau for the first time in his six-year 
NFL career in 2000, WR Kevin Dyson 
saw career highs in receiving yards 
(825) and touchdowns (7) during 2001 
and TE Frank Wycheck matched a 
career-high with 70 receptions in 2000. 

Heimerdinger joined the Titans after 
five seasons coaching the wide 
receivers for the two-time world cham- 
pion Denver Broncos. Under his tute- 
lage, the Denver tandem of Ed 
McCaffrey and Rod Smith became one 
of the top wide receiving duos in the

Schwartz 
maintained the Titans aggressive 
defense in his first year, finishing fifth 
in the NFL in rushing defense for a 
league-leading seventh consecutive 
year in the Top 10. The Titans also 
ranked ninth in the league in third-down 
defense (34.9). 

Schwartz was elevated from linebacker 
coach to defensive coordinator in 
January of 2001. In addition to coaching 
the linebackers in 2000, he also coordi- 
nated the team’s third-down package.

Cunningham owns 21 seasons of NFL 
coaching experience, including two years 
as head coach of the Kansas City Chiefs 
from 1999-00. With a stellar defensive 
record, Cunningham is renowned as one 
of the finest defensive minds in the game. 
Cunningham’s defenses have ranked in 
the top I1 in the league in total defense, 
five of his six seasons as a defensive 
coordinator in the NFL. 

Under Cunningham’s coaching, line- 
backers Randall Godfrey (111) and Eddie 
Robinson (101) led the Titans in tackles 
and the linebacking corps recorded six 
interceptions, the most since 1979 (7). 
Cunningham is also responsible for the 
continued development of Keith Bulluck 
into a play-making linebacker, posting 64

tackles, one sack and two interceptions as 
a part-time player last season. 

As the eighth head coach in Chiefs his- 
tory, Cunningham posted a 16-16 mark 
over two seasons. In 1999, he guided 
Kansas City to a 9-7 record as the Chiefs 
led the NFL with a +21 turnover ratio. 
The 55-year old originally joined the 
Chiefs in 1995 as defensive coordinator, 
a position he held for four seasons before 


being elevated to head coach. During his 
span as defensive coordinator (1995-98), 
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the Chiefs defense tied for the league lead 
in fewest points allowed (1,050). Kansas 
City posted a 23-9 record in AFC West 
play en route to a pair of division titles 
(95, °97) over that four-year span. His 
1995 defense led the NFL in scoring 
defense (15.1 ppg) and ranked second in 
total defense (284.3 ypg). 

Prior to joining the Chiefs, Cunningham 
worked four seasons with the Raiders, 
where he held a variety of positions, 
including defensive coordinator (1992- 
93), defensive line coach (1994) and line- 
backers coach (1991). 

From 1985-90, Cunningham was the 
defensive line coach for the San Diego 
Chargers. He originally joined the 
Chargers in the personnel department 
before being appointed defensive line 
coach after three months. During three of 
his six seasons in San Diego, the Chargers 


led the NFL in sacks, including a fran- 
chise-record 62 sacks in 1986. 
Cunningham entered the NFL as a defen- 
sive line coach for the 
Baltimore/Indianapolis Colts (1982-84) 
after spending one season as the defensive 
line/linebackers coach for the Hamilton 
Tiger-Cats in the CFL. A linebacker at

Henshaw works in conjunction with 
offensive coordinator Mike 
Heimerdinger in game-planning the 
team’s offensive attack as well as coach- 
ing the tight ends. TE Frank Wycheck has 
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led the team in receptions in five of the 
last six seasons and earned three Pro Bowl 
invitations. This season Wycheck can 
become just the fourth TE in league histo- 
ry to record 500 career receptions (cur- 
rently at 448 receptions), joining Hall of 
Famers Ozzie Newsome, Kellen Winslow 
and current Denver Bronco Shannon Sharpe. 
The Titans’ tight ends have caught 412 
passes during the last four seasons, the 
most in the league during that span. 

Henshaw joined the Oilers in 1997 after 
serving as the offensive coordinator of the 
New York Giants for four seasons (1993- 
96). During his tenure with the Giants, the 
team boasted one of the NFL’s best run- 
ning games, including a league-high aver- 
age of 138.1 yards per game in 1993. 
Before joining the Giants, Henshaw spent 
five years (1988-92) with the Denver 
Broncos, including a stint as the team’s 
offensive coordinator and wide receivers 
coach in 1992. Prior to that position, 
Henshaw coached Denver’s wide 
receivers in 1991, and the Broncos offen- 
sive line from 1988-90. During that peri- 
od, the Broncos won two AFC West titles 
and appeared in Super Bowl XXIV. Prior 
to joining the Broncos, Henshaw was the 
head coach at the University of Tulsa for 
one season. After leading the Golden 
Hurricanes for the 1987 season, he joined 
the Broncos. 

Henshaw began his coaching career at 
his alma mater of West Virginia from 
1970-75 before moving on to Florida 


State University. He spent seven years 
(1976-82) as both an offensive and defen- 
sive line coach for the Seminoles, includ- 
ing four years (1979-82) as offensive 
coordinator.

Under Munchak’s direction, the Titans 
are one of only five teams to place in the 
top 11 in total rushing yards (5,689) and 
fewest sacks allowed (95) over the last 
three seasons (Denver, Oakland, Dallas 
and San Francisco). In 2000, the offen- 
sive line paved the way for RB Eddie 
George to finish second in the AFC with 
a career-high 1,509 rushing yards and 
produced two Pro Bowlers, Bruce 
Matthews and Brad Hopkins. 

One of the greatest Oilers of all-time, 
Munchak joined the club’s front office 
in 1994, assisting the offensive coaching 
staff and providing quality control. He 
was later promoted to offensive line 
coach in 1997. 

A former first-round draft choice of the 
Oilers (eighth overall) in 1982, 
Munchak played in 159 regular season 
games (fourth all-time on club’s list) and 
10 playoff games before retiring on July 
21, 1994. 

Munchak became the fifth player in 
franchise history to be inducted into the 
Pro Football Hall of Fame (July, 2001) 
and first to enter the Hall after playing 
his entire career with the franchise. He 
was introduced by long-time teammate 
and friend Bruce Matthews. who 


became the first active NFL player to 
make a Hall of Fame induction. 

When he retired from playing, 
Munchak owned the club mark with 
nine Pro Bowl invitations. He also had 
his uniform (#63) retired on November 
6, 1996, marking only the fourth jersey 
in Oilers history to be retired (Earl 
Campbell's #34, Jim Norton’s #43 and 
Elvin Bethea’s #65 are the others). He 
also was named to the inaugural class of 
the Titans/Oilers Hall of Fame and elect- 
ed to the Pennsylvania and Texas Sports 
Hall of Fames.

Last year, the Titans saw the emergence 
of Derrick Mason and Kevin Dyson as a 
receiving tandem as they totaled 1,953 
yards and 16 touchdowns. The 16 touch- 
downs ranked third in the league among 
receiving tandems, behind San 
Francisco (23, Owens and Stokes) and 
Oakland (18, Rice and Brown). 
Additionally, Titans wide receivers tal- 
lied six 100-yard games, including 
Mason and Dyson each posting 100- 
yard performances in the same game in 
consecutive weeks — a feat that had not 
been accomplished by a set of franchise 
wide outs since 1961.

Miraculous Comeback Earns Dyson Courage Award 


he Tennessee Titans named WR Kevin Dyson the 2001 team representative of 

the Ed Block Courage Award, an honor given annually to the player on each 
NEL team who best symbolizes profession- 
alism, great strength, dedication and com- 
munity service. 

Dyson, a four-year veteran from Utah, 
severely injured his left knee in practice on 
September 20, 2000, two games into the 
regular season. After suffering full or par- 
tial tears of his anterior cruciate ligament, 
medial collateral ligament, posterior cruci- 
ate ligament, lateral meniscus and medial 
meniscus, he spent the remainder of the sea- 
son recuperating on injured reserve. 

Through arduous and often painful reha- 
bilitation work, he recovered quickly 
enough to take part in a June mini-camp and every practice of training camp, sur- 
prising trainers and doctors who hoped at best for part-time participation in the 
summer months. 

"The staff here has not seen anything quite like this before," said Titans Head 
Trainer Brad Brown, who helped oversee Dyson's comeback. "There's no one else 
we've had to compare this to, nobody that's come back from such a serious knee 
injury to perform at that high of a level." 

Dyson enjoyed his finest season in the NFL in 2001, setting career-highs in both receiy- 
ing yards (825) and touchdowns (7), while tying his 1999 mark for receptions with 54. 

"It means a lot," Dyson said of the award. “Especially considering what I went through 

the season before. I'm just happy to be able to play again and do the things I'm doing."

NEL Realignment in 2002 


The Tennessee Titans begin play in the new AFC South Division in 2002, this 
after the NFL expanded to 32 teams with the addition of the Houston Texans.

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MeNair Named Nashville’s 2001 Sports Person of the Year 


| aes quarterback Steve McNair was 
named the 2001 Sports Person of the 
Year by the Nashville Sports Council during 
its annual O'Charley's Dinner of Champions 
this past off-season. 

The award was presented to an individual 
who made an outstanding contribution in 
2001 to the Middle Tennessee area in the 
world of sports. McNair was a finalist 
along with Chantelle Anderson (All- 

American center on the Vanderbilt women's 
basketball team), Dewon Brazelton (MTSU 
All-American pitcher), Mike Dunham 
(goalie for Nashville Predators and USA's 
2002 Olympic team), and Sterling Marlin 
(NASCAR Winston Cup driver). 

"This is a great honor, one that's very special to me after going through all the 
injuries I've been through," said McNair, who overcame a shoulder infection and 
other injuries to post the best statistical season of his career in 2001. "You never 
realize how many injuries you have or how much pain you're going through during 
the season. This is a physical game and you have to realize that you're not always 
going to be healthy. But all I try to do is win games and make my teammates and 
our fans happy." 

With Eddie George slowed while returning from a severe toe injury, McNair was 
asked to throw the ball down field more in 2001. He responded by producing 
career-highs in passing yards (3,350 — Sth in the AFC) and touchdowns (21 — 4th 
in AFC), while posting an 90.2 passer rating (2nd in AFC). McNair was equally 
effective on the ground, rushing for 416 yards and five touchdowns, and earned 
AFC Offensive Player of the Week honors twice during the season. 

"For Steve to have a 90 rating and put up the kind of numbers that he did with 
his average per attempt shows that he’s there now," Titans head coach Jeff Fisher 
said. "I said that Steve was one of the top three or four quarterbacks in the league 
at the beginning of last season, and he certainly proved that to be the case in 
2001." 

Added running back Eddie George: "I cannot think of any other quarterback that 
had the kind of season that Steve had.”

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oe Nedney recorded the eighth game- 

winning field goal of his career — and 
his first as a Titan — with a 49-yard shot in 
overtime for the deciding points in a 31- 
28 victory over the Buccaneers in 
Nashville. The victory ended a three- 
game losing skid, and the Titans (1-3) 
avoided matching the franchise's worst 
start since going 0-4 in 1984.

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erome Bettis rushed for a pair of touch- 

downs and WR Plaxico Burress hauled 
in six passes for a career-high 151 yards to 
help keep Pittsburgh in first place in the 
AFC Central with a 34-7 victory on 
Monday Night Football.

he Titans produced a season-high 405 

offensive yards, but it wasn’t enough 
as QB Kordell Stewart turned in one of 
the finest performances of his career, lead- 
ing the Steelers to a 34-24 victory in 
Nashville. Stewart threw for two touch- 
downs and ran 48 yards for another score 
as the Steelers (8-2) continued their best 
start since they opened 9-2 in 1983. 
Stewart was 19-of-31 for 254 yards pass- 
ing and ran eight times for 54 yards as 
Pittsburgh stayed atop the AFC Central. 
The Titans needed a win to help their 
playoff hopes, but were unable to main- 
tain a 14-10 halftime lead and lost their 
second straight home game. QB Steve 
McNair tried to rally the Titans and his 
one-yard TD run got them to 27-24 with 
8:23 to go. He had the Titans on the move 
again later, but Steelers CB Chad Scott 
intercepted a pass and returned it 45 yards 
for the clinching touchdown. The Titans 
still had more than three minutes to try 
and salvage a victory, but they never 
threatened again. First, they turned the 
ball over on downs, and then Mike Logan 
sealed the victory by intercepting McNair 
with 1:03 left. Kevin Dyson's career-long 
68-yard TD reception to open the game 
was his career-best fifth touchdown of the 
season. The 68-yard TD pass was the sec- 
ond-longest of Steve MeNair's career. 
Tennessee’s defense held RB Jerome 
Bettis (73 rushing yards) under 100 yards 
for the 10th straight time.

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teve McNair shook off an injury to his 

left arm by throwing two of his three 
touchdown passes in the second half, 
leading Tennessee to a 31-15 win over 
Cleveland. McNair, who had his arm 
stepped on in the first half, threw two of 
his three TD passes to WR Derrick Mason 
as Tennessee (5-6) held on to its post-sea- 
son hopes for another week. McNair did- 
n't play most of the second quarter after 
getting hurt, but by then had given the 
Titans a 17-0 lead. He sat most of the 
fourth period and still finished 11-of-17 
for 244 yards. McNair hooked up with 
Mason on scoring passes of 43 and 71 
yards, and had a five-yard TD pass to 
rookie WR Drew Bennett in the third 
quarter that put the Titans up 24-7. But his 
ability to play through pain impressed 
MeNair's teammates more than any statis- 
tics. McNair was backpedaling after 
throwing a pass when his arm was hit by 
Browns LB Jamir Miller, who accidental- 
ly stepped on McNair's elbow after the 
quarterback fell.

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ened MeNair threw for 282 yards and 
two touchdowns, and backup RB Skip 
Hicks rushed 17 times for a career-high 
142 yards and a TD as the Titans prevent- 
ed the Packers from clinching their first 
playoff berth since 1998 with a surprising 
26-20 victory in Nashville. The Packers 
led 10-2 after the first quarter, but man- 
aged just 41 yards of offense through the 
second and third quarters, Brett Favre 
came in leading the NFL with 25 touch- 
down passes, but Tennessee’s defense 
kept him out of synch as he tossed one 
ball short to Dorsey Levens and even 
bounced one off Bill Schroeder's shoulder. 
He fumbled once, was intercepted once 
and sacked twice. Tennessee’s defense did 
its part, holding Packers RB Ahman 
Green, the NFC's leading rusher, to a sea- 
son-low 11 yards on 10 carries. The Titans 
used the challenge of playing Favre, the 
league's three-time MVP, to motivate 
themselves. They responded by holding 
the Packers to 196 yards passing. Favre, 
who was 21-of-39 for 201 yards, finally 
got the Packers going late in the fourth 
quarter, but it was too late. He capped an 
80-yard drive with his second TD pass of 
the game, a 16-yarder to Schroeder that 
made it 26-20 with 6:42 to go. But Hicks 
helped run out the clock in the fourth 
quarter. He ran 17 times with 128 of his 
career-high 142 yards in the second half 
and scored a 22-yard TD with 10:42 to go 
that provided the winning margin. The 
first half was highlighted by a 70-yard 
punt that former Packer Craig Hentrich 
downed at the Green Bay one-yard line, 
setting up a safety and a 2-0 lead on the 
next play for the Titans.

kicked a 21-yard field goal with 1:48 
left, and Sebastian Janikowski missed his 
third field goal of the night in the final 
seconds as the Titans pulled off their sec- 
ond upset in as many weeks, surprising 
the playoff-bound Raiders, 13-10, in a 
nationally-televised game on ABC. 
Nedney, a Bay Area native who played at 
San Jose State, was the Raiders' kicker for 
three games late in the 1999 season before 
Oakland cut him in favor of Janikowski, a 
first-round draft pick.

After a scoreless 
intermission, the Titans drove 65 yards in 
12 plays to open the second half, taking 
the lead on Nedney's 22-yard field goal. 
Tennessee scored again on its next posses- 
sion with WR Kevin Dyson catching a 30- 
yard touchdown pass from McNair to cap 
an 82-yard drive. It was Dyson’s sixth TD 
catch of the season, setting a career-high. 
Tennessee’s defense, meanwhile, held the 
Raiders to just 77 rushing yards, including

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he Titans lost their chance at a win- 

ning season when Phil Dawson 
kicked a 44-yard field goal with 55 sec- 
onds left as the Browns overcame a 14- 
point deficit in the fourth quarter for a 41- 
38 victory in Nashville. Browns QB Tim 
Couch threw for three touchdowns and a 
career-high 336 yards, ending Cleveland’s 
four-game losing streak. Cleveland (7-8) 
had not beaten the Titans in six previous 
games dating back to the 1995 season. RB 
Eddie George topped 100 yards rushing 
(130 yards on 26 carries) for the first time 
in 2001 and his second touchdown of the 
game put Tennessee on top 38-24 early in 
the fourth quarter. Then Couch, the No. 1 
pick in the 1999 draft, took control. He 
led the Browns to 17 unanswered points 
in the final 9:21, and his four-yard TD 
pass to WR Kevin Johnson with 5:37 left 
tied the game at 38.

1981 — Quarterback George Blanda (1960-66) 


Blanda was the offensive catalyst for the explosive Oiler squads of 
the early 1960s. He played quarterback and handled the placekick- 
ing chores in Columbia blue for seven of his NFL-record 26 sea- 
sons in the league. Blanda was the team’s leading passer and scor- 
er in each of those seven seasons and still owns franchise records 
for most extra points (299), most touchdown passes in a season (36) and most touch- 
down passes in a game (7). He is also second in points scored with 596. The 36 scor- 
ing tosses stood as an NFL record for an astounding 23 years. Blanda’s NFL career 
records include most games (340), most points (2,002) and most extra points (943). 
And, perhaps most importantly to Oilers fans, Blanda captained the Oilers to two con- 
secutive AFL titles in 1960 and 1961. He was inducted into the Pro Football Hall of 
Fame in 1981. 


1986 — Safety Ken Houston (1967-72) 


Houston is still considered one of the best safeties in football his- 
tory. He picked off 49 passes over his 14-season NFL career and 
earned Pro Bowl honors 12 consecutive times (1968-69 AFL, 
1970-79 NFL). Houston returned an NFL-record nine intercep- 
tions for a touchdown in his six seasons as an Oiler. Four of those 
scores came in 1971, which ties an NFL record. He returned two in one game against 
San Diego in the 1971 season finale, which also ties an NFL mark. Houston also holds 
the Oilers record for most career interception return yards with 650. Originally a ninth- 
round draft choice out of Prairie View A&M, Houston played his final eight seasons 
with the Washington Redskins. He played in 183 consecutive games before suffering a 
broken arm at the New York Giants on November 25, 1979. Houston was inducted into 
the Pro Football Hall of Fame in 1986, 


1991 — Running Back Earl Campbell (1978-84) 


Perhaps the most recognizable Oiler, Campbell has a monopoly 
on the team rushing record book. Campbell, fresh off a Heisman 
Trophy campaign at the University of Texas, was the top pick in 
the 1978 NFL Draft and dazzled his audience from the outset. He 
set a single-season club record with a league-leading 1,450 yards 
his rookie season. Campbell followed that performance with 1,697 yards in 1979 and 
an astounding 1,934 yards in 1980. Both those totals led the NFL and the latter was 
second only to O.J. Simpson’s 2,003 yards in 1973. Campbell was selected to five Pro 
Bowls (1978-81, 1983) and retired as the NFL's seventh all-time leading rusher 
(9,407). He also holds team records for most career yards (8,574), most career attempts 
(1,979), most touchdown runs (73) and most consecutive games with a rushing touch- 
down (5). He finished his career in New Orleans. In addition, Campbell is one of just 
four people officially designated a Texas Legend by the Texas State Legislature. The 
others are Davy Crockett, Sam Houston and Stephen F. Austin. Campbell is the only 
designee this century, He was inducted into the Pro Football Hall of Fame in 1991. 


1996 — Wide Receiver Charlie Joiner (1969-72) 


Joiner played 18 seasons in the NFL, his first four with the Oilers. 
One of the league’s most prolific receivers, he amassed 750 career 
receptions for 12,146 yards and 65 touchdowns. Joiner caught 82 
of those passes as an Oiler, totaling 1,480 yards and 12 touch- 
downs. He paced the squad with 681 yards and seven touchdown 
grabs in 1971. Joiner was traded to Cincinnati in 1972, then moved on to San Diego in 
1976, where he flourished in the Chargers’ wide-open passing attack until 1986. Joiner 
was inducted into the Pro Football Hall of Fame in 1996, then ranking fifth in recep- 
tions and sixth in receiving yardage on the NFL’s all-time list. 


2001 — Guard Mike Munchak (1982-93) 


Munchak was the eighth player overall and the first offensive line- 
man chosen in the 1982 National Football League draft. Selected 
by the Oilers, the former Penn State standout was mmediate 
success with the Houston club, earning the starting left guard spot 
in his first training camp. The 6-3, 281-pound lineman wasted lit- 
Ue time establishing himself as one of the premier guards in the 
NFL. In 1984, in just his third year in the league, he was named to the first of seven All- 
AFC teams, That same year he received the first of nine Pro Bow! invitations. Not coin- 
cidentally, the Oilers’ on-the-field s sed as Munchak's development and 
experience increased. From their dismal 0- 8- 1 record in the strike-shortened 1982 sea- 
son, the Oilers improved nearly every year that Munchak played. Along the way, the 
team advanced to the playoffs seven consecutive years (1987-1993) and captured the 
1991 and 1993 AFC Central Divisional crowns. 
Munchak was a devastating blocker and consid- 
ered the key to an offensive line that kept the 
Oilers at or near the top of the NFL's offensive 
statistical categories. In 1988 he led the Oilers' 
offensive line that gave up just 24 quarterback 
sacks which was third in the NFL. It was also the 
fewest sacks allowed by the team in 10 seasons. 
The following season the offensive line held 
opponents to no games. In 1991, the 
Oilers offensive line hed second in the AFC 
and fourth in the NFL in the fewest quarterback 
sacks allowed. Behind the Munchak-led line, 
Houston led the NFL in total offense in 1990 and 
passing offense in 1990 and 1991. The Oilers 
finished second in points scored in 1990 and sec- 
ond in total offense in 1991. Equally effective as 
a run blocker, Munchak led the Oilers offensive } 
charge in 1993 as the team finished fourth in the 
NFL in both average gain per rushing play (4.4) 
and average gain per offensive play (5.3). Although he suffered from chronic knee 
problems, Munchak played in 159 regular season games. His 12 seasons with the Oilers 
tied him for second longest in the franchise's history at the time of his retirement. He 
became the first player inducted into the Hall of Fame who played his entire career with 
the Oilers. Long-time teammate Bruce Matthews presented Munchak for induction. 
Munchak was part of a seven-member class that included linebacker Nick Buoniconti, 
Buffalo Bills head coach Marv Levy, tackle Jackie Slater, wide receiver Lynn Swann, 
tackle Ron Yary, and defensive end Jack Youngblood, inducted on Aug. 4, 2001. 
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In the 41-year history of the Oilers/Titans franchise, only four players 
have had the distinction of having their jersey number retired — Jim 
Norton (No. 43); Elvin Bethea (No. 65); Earl Campbell (No. 34); and Mike 
Munchak (No. 63). 


Norton played nine seasons for the Oilers (1960-68) as a safety and as 
a punter, establishing team records at both positions. As a rookie from the 
University of Idaho, Norton was a member of the Oilers’ 1960 AFL 
Championship team. A four-time league all-star, he holds the club record 
for most interceptions in a career with 45. Also an accomplished punter, 
Norton is tops in club history with 519 career punts for a 42.3-yard career 
average and a long kick of 79 yards (11/22/64 vs. Kansas City). 


Bethea joined the Oilers in 1968 after an outstanding career at North 
Carolina A&T. He started at defensive end in the 1968 season opener and 
ame until breaking his arm in November, 1977. That streak 
secutive games played stands third in team history. An eight- 
time Pro Bowler (1970, 1972-76, 1978-80), Bethea currently holds the 
Oiler record for most seasons played (16, 1968-83), while his 210 games 
played (1968-83) stands second. Bethea led the team in quarterback sacks 
six times, including a career-best mark of 17 in 1973. The Oilers honored 
him with an “Elvin Bethea Appreciation Night” on August 4, 1983. 


Campbell, the Oilers’ all-time leading rusher and a member of the Pro 
Football Hall of Fame, was honored by having his number retired at cere- 
monies on August 13, 1987. He set a single-season club record with a 
league-leading 1450 yards his rookie season. Campbell followed that per- 
formance with 1,697 yards in 1979 and an astounding 1,934 yards in 1980. 
Both those totals led the NFL and the latter was second only to O.J. 
Simpson’s 2,003 yards in 1973. Campbell was selected to five Pro Bowls 
(1978-81, 1983) and retired as the NFL's seventh all-time leading rusher

Munchak joined the Oilers as a first-round draft pick in 1982 out of 
Penn State. He was the first offensive lineman selected in the draft and the 
eighth overall selection. Munchak won the starting left guard positio 
rookie and went on to play in 12 campaigns (1982-93) and 159 games (156 
starts) for the Oilers. He is tied for third on the team’s all-time list for sea- 
sons played and ranks fifth in games played. Munchak became a fixture on 
an offensive line that helped the Oilers to seven consecutive playoff 
appearances (1987-93). One of the premier guards in the National Football 
League, Munchak was selected to NFL’s “Team of the Decade” for the 
1980s and was chosen in 1989 to Oilers’ 30th Anniversary “Dream Team.” 
He ranks second in club annals with nine Pro Bow! selections, seven as a 
starter. Munchak announced his retirement on July 21, 1994, and on the 
same day, K.S. “Bud” Adams, Jr,. announced that jersey No. 63 would be 
retired on “Mike Munchak Appreciation Day” on November 6, 1994. He 
was inducted into the Pro Football Hall of Fame on Aug. 4, 2001.

December 31—In an AFC Wild Card playoff game, the Oilers lose a 26-23 OT decision to the Pittsburgh 
Steelers as PK Gary Anderson kicks a 50-yard field goal. Houston WR Ernest Givins catches 11 passes 
for 136 yards and two TDs. 


1990 
January 6—Jerry Glanville leaves his position as Oilers’ head coach by “mutual agreement.” 
January 9—Jack Pardee signs a five-year contract to become the 14th head coach in Houston Oiler history. Pardee 
joins the Oilers after enjoying a successful three seasons as the head coach at the University of Houston. 
January 12—Head Coach Jack Pardee announces the hiring of three of his University of Houston assis- 
tant coaches to Oiler posts. Named to Pardee’s Oiler staff are Defensive Coordinator Jim Eddy, Offensive 
Line Coach Bob Young and Defensive Backs Coach Pat Thomas. 
January 30—The Oilers extend the contract of Executive Vice President/General Manager Mike 
Holovak. In addition, the team names former LBs Coach Floyd Reese to the newly-created position of 
Assistant General Manager and promotes Quarterbacks Coach Kevin Gilbride to Offensive Coordinator, 
Also, the team announces the signing of a multi-year contract that allows KTRH-AM/KLOL-FM to 
broadcast all Oiler football games beginning in 1990. 
March 15—The Oilers announce that Raycom Sports Network has agreed to a multi-year contract to 
televise Oiler preseason games plus a weekly wrap-up show. 
September 23—The Oilers win their 1990 home opener 24-10 over the Indianapolis Colts as QB Warren 
Moon becomes the all-time leading passer in club history. Moon throws for 308 yards (plus three TDs) 
to surpass George Blanda's team record of 19,149 yards. The record fell on a third quarter -yard 
pass to WR Haywood Jetfires. WR Drew Hill catches ten passes for 123 yards to help key the vi ory. 
September 30—The Oilers capture their first road win of the season, defeating the Chargers 17-7 as QB 
Warren Moon throws for 355 yards, and WR Drew Hill records his 50th career touchdown, Moon's 27 
completions allows him to pass Dan Pastorini’s club record of 1,426. 
October 14—QB Warren Moon passes for 369 yards and a career-best five TDs as the Oilers hammer 
the Cincinnati Bengals 48-17. Moon thus becomes the first player in pro football history to throw for over 
20,000 yards in two different leagues (21,228 in Canadian Football League). 
December 2—Despite losing 13-10 in overtime at Seattle, QB Warren Moon’s 232 passing yards allow 
him to break his own single-season club passing record of 3,631 yards (set in 1989), 
December 9—The Oilers shatter several team records while drubbing Cleveland 58-14. Included among the 
records set are most points in a game, in a quarter (31) and in a half (45). RB Lorenzo White ties a club mark 
with four rushing touchdowns, the first time that has been accomplished in the NFL in two years. 
December 16—The Oilers win a key road game, beating Kansas City 27-10 at Arrowhead Stadium. QB 
Warren Moon again supplies the big news, completing 27-of-45 passes for 527 yards, That represents the 
second-best single-game passing performance in NFL history. The record belongs to the Rams’ Norm 
Van Brocklin, who threw for 554 yards against the New York Yanks on September 28, 1951. Moon had 
an opportunity to break the record but declined to do so based on the Oilers’ comfortable lead. Almost 
overshadowed by Moon's effort was WR Haywood Jeffires catching nine balls for 245 yards (including 
87-yard TD), which marked the second best receiving day in Oiler history. Charles Hennigan had 272 
receiving yards versus the Patriots on October 13, 1961. 
December 19—Six Oilers are named to the AFC squad for the February 3 Pro Bowl. The six include 
starters G Bruce Matthews, QB Warren Moon and G Mike Munchak, plus reserves DT Ray Childress, 
WR Ernest Givins and WR Drew Hill. 
December 23—The Oilers lose an opportunity to cement their grasp on first place in the AFC Central 
Di n by losing at Cincinnati 40-20. Additionally, QB Warren Moon is lost for the remainder of the 
season after suffering an open dislocation of his throwing thumb. 
December 29—Oiler Owner/President K.S. “Bud” Adams and San Antonio Mayor Lila Cockrell joint- 
ly announce a tentative agreement for the Oilers to hold their annual summer training camp in San 
Antonio. Also, it is announced that the Oilers will serve as the host team for preseason games in San 
Antonio's Alamodome when that facility is completed in 1993, 
December 30—Led by backup QB Cody Carlson, the Oilers earn a Wild Card playoff berth by defeat- 
ing the Pittsburgh Steelers 34-14 in the Astrodome. Carlson completes 22 of 29 passes for 247 yards and 
three TDs. With the victory, the Oilers end up in a three-way tie for first place with Cincinnati and 
Pittsburgh in the AFC Central. 


1991 
January 6—The Oilers’ 1990 season comes to a close as they are eliminated from the playoffs by the 
Cincinnati Bengals. Houston loses at Riverfront Stadium 41-14 in an AFC Wild Card game. 
January 26—It is announced that Earl Campbell has been voted into the Pro Football Hall of Fame. The 
announcement is made in Tampa, Florida. Campbell is to be enshrined on July 27. 
May 17—The Oilers and the City-of San Antonio formally sign six-year contract which will allow the 


Oilers to hold training camp there. Trinity University is chosen as the host school. 
September 16—In a pre-game ceremony, Earl Campbell receives his Hall of Fame ring from Hall 


Executive Director Pete Elliott. In the game that follows, the Oilers defeat Kansas City 17-7 to signal the 
first 3-0 start in franchise history. 

October 13—In a 23-20 victory over the Jets at Giants Stadium, WR Haywood Jeffires ties Charlie 
Hennigan’s 3 ar-old team record for receptions in a game with 13 (186 yards). QB Warren Moon 
complet 0 for 423 yards. which is the fifth-best total in team annals. Also, WR Drew Hill 
surpasses Hennigan’s 410 catches to become the all-time leading receiver in Oiler history. 

November 3—Despite a 16-13 OT loss at Washington, WR Drew Hill moves past WR Ken Burrough’s 
6,907 receiving yards to become the Oilers’ all-time leader in that category. 

November 10—QB Warren Moon establishes career highs for completions (41) and attempts (56) as he 
throws for 432 yards, which is fourth best in team history, in Oilers’ 26-23 OT victory over Dallas. Moon 
also passes Fran Tarkenton’s 47,003 yards and moves into second place behind Ron Lancaster on all-time 
ng yards chart. 

ilers defeat the Steelers 31-6 in the Astrodome as Houston captures its first-ever undis- 
puted AFC Central Division championship. QB Warren Moon throws for 254 yards and becomes just the third 
QB in NFL history (Miami's Dan Marino, San Diego's Dan Fouts) to have back-to-back 4,000-yard seasons. 
December 15—QB Warren Moon surpasses Dan Marino’s NFL record (378 in 1986) for completions in 
a season as the Oilers beat the Browns 17-14. 

December 18—Eight Oilers (tied NFL-best), including a league-high six starters are named to the AFC team 
for the February 2 Pro Bowl. The six starters include CB Cris Dishman, DE William Fuller, WR Haywood 
Jeffires, C Bruce Matthews, G Mike Munchak and LB Al Smith. DT Ray Childress and QB Warren Moon are 
’amed to the squad although Childress was eventually unable to play because of a back/rib injury.

January 4—After leading for most of the game, the Oilers end up losing a heartbreaking 26-24 decision 
to the Denver Broncos in an AFC Divisional Playoff game in front of 75,301 fans at Mile High Stadium. 
PK David Treadwell’s 28-yard field goal with 16 seconds left in the game proves to be the deciding 
. The loss mars a great performance by Oiler QB Warren Moon, who completes 75% of his pass- 
es (27 of 36) for 325 yards and three touchdowns.

October 18—QB Warren Moon becomes the leading passer in professional football history by surpass- 
ing Ron Lancaster’s 50,535 yards (in 19 years). After the Oilers” heartbreaking 27-21 loss at Denver, 
Moon now has 50,589 yards.

December 23— An NFL-best nine Oilers eam Pro Bowl honors with four players designated as starters for the 
February 7 game. The starters include WR Haywood Jeffires, C Bruce Matthews, G Mike Munchak and LB Al 
Smith, The Houston reserves feature DT Ray Childress, WR Curtis Duncan, WR Erest Givins, QB Warren
